THE NEWPORT 1AND TRUST. 


Important Improvement to be umde at 


mice—Now Hotel, Cottages anil Stable 
lobe built. 
The Newport Laud Trust which owus 


some 200 acres of land on Easton's 
1'oint and vicinity have issued an ele- 
gant prospectus describing and illus- 
trating their property and the proposed 
improvements. 
The prospectus gives 


an elegant view of the Newport Beacli 
and surroundings with the new bathing 
pavilion. The Company contemplate 
numerous and extensive improvements 
to this property at an early day. 
The 


plains are already completed for a pic- 
turesque family hotel, with all the 
modern improvements, four elegant 
cottages and a stable, all of which are 
to bo built in season for next year's 
occupancy. Ground will be broken for 
the hotel about October 1st. 
This is to 


be located on the water side of Tuoker- 
man avenue, at the head of Aquiduock 
avenue, opposite the small park already 
laid out.

Interesting Description of the lleautlful 


Altar and Elegant FiiriiUhlnffil. 


The Belmont Memorial Chapel is 


completed, so far as relates to the 
structure, but one after another beau- 
tiful feature has been added to the 
interior, and of these the most striking 
is the altar, recently placed in the chan- 
cel—an exquisite work of art that is 
the admiration of every one who has 
been su fortunate as to see it. It is 
seven feet in length, and is composed of 
Caen stone and different marbles, with 
onyx columns, the latter polished like 
gems, The centre panel bears the sa- 
cred monogram J ill each of the others 
there Is a Cross in relief, and over all 
ate vtllcs delicately carved and tenderly 
clinging to every point that offers sup- 
port—cut by hands that realized how 
beautiful they are and how appropri- 
ately used for ornamentation. 
The 


corners of the altar are supported by 
life-size kneeling cherubs, whose flow- 
ing robes and graceful wings blend in 
and make a part of the structure, their 
hands clasped upon their breasts, and 
their eyes raised heavenward with a 
look of love and adoration. 


On the super-altar of marble there is 


this inscription: 


THIS CMAPKL 


Erected to the Glory of God and in memory of 


J:inu rauliue lieiuiont. 


Eesting upon the super-altar there is 


a low cross, of the purest statuary 
marble, adorned with a wreath of Mow- 
ers that cling around the word "Pa- 
tience," cut in relief upon the arms Of 
the cross. This cross was taken from 
over the grave of Miss Belmont and 
upon its base is handsomely carved the 
following: 


JAKE PAULIXE BELMONT 


Born 


April llth, 1850 


Died Oct. 15th 1875. 


The whole is a study, and we are not 


surprised that many persons, hearing 
of it, have been attracted to the spot. 
Another recent feature is the chancel 
rail, of floriated and highly finished 
hammered brass, resting upon a sculp- 
tured base of Caen stone, over and 
around which ivies cling, cut by the 
same hands that so faithfully carried 
out the design for the altar. 
The 


benches in the nave are of oak, each 
bench having its own design. On one 
the oak is introduced, on another, the 
fern, then the wild rose, thohawthorn, 
and so on; no two being alike. 


The designs for these beautiful fea- 


tures were furnished by Mr. Geo. C. 
Mason, Jr., under whose supervision 
they havo been brought to perfection. 
The altar and other stone work was 
executed by Mr. Robert U. Kelley, of 
Philadelphia; the brass work by The 
Joseph Newmanu Co., also of Phila- 
delphia, and the benches were made 
and carved by Mr. Thomas .S. Nason, 
of this city.

Tht Mlnu«t. 


The minuet ig most probably a direct 


descendant of the pavono of the six- 
teenth century, so called because the 
ladies were in the habit of spreading 
their trains ou the ground, much aft tho 
peacock does its tail. Undor the Stuart 
kings tho gaillard and tho corunto, 
dances beating a strong family likeness 
to the minuet, were in fashion, and so 
was tho Louvre, an exceedingly grave 
and stately measure. The minuet made 
its appearance in tho last half of the 
reign of Louis XIV., and is said to lift 
of Italian origin, although the French 
state that it was first executed iu 1'oitou. 
Joan baptist Lully is generally sup-

century this dance held its own, and 
even far into our times it was popular; 
for it was revived under tho First Em- 
pire, after having fallen into disuse foi 
some time during the Reign of Terror.

Tho 
youngest Is a lawyer, and the other 
child is now a married daughter who 
resides at Morris, Minn. 
Mrs. Donnelly 


is said to resemble her husband in some 
respects, but in two things she differs 
from him. She is a Catholic iu religion 
and also a very fine musician, of which 
her husband is neither. 
Mr. Donnelly 


is well known as a politician. 
He was 


first elected to congress in 1S02, as the 
representative of tho people in the 
northern half of Minnesota, and in 1804 
was re-elected. He was a consistent 
opponent of slavery. 
In politics he 


was formerly a republican, but for 
many years—or since 1ST1—he has been 
an independent. 
During the war he 


was lieutenant-governor of Minnesota. 
He was afterwards elected state sena- 
tor for five years. Tho first book Mr. 
Donnelly composed, 
"Atlantis," has 


passed through nearly twenty editions. 
While not much is hoard about "Rag- 
narok, tho Age of fire and Gravel," it 
has run through eight or nine editions. 
II argues that the drift age, as the 
;eologists call it, was the result of a 
;rcat catastrophe to the earth, caused 
jy its contactwith a comet. "Atlantis" 
vas published for tho purpose of de- 
monstrating that there once existed in 
tho Atlantic Ocean, opposite tho mouth 
of the Mediterranean Sea, a large island, 
which was tho remnant of an Atlantic 
continent, known to the ancients as 
Atlantis, and that Plato's description 
of the same was a veritable fact and not 
rable. Furthermore, it was assorted in 
tthat the people who inhabited that 
sland became a mighty nation, and 
that its population spread to this cou 
incut, and were the progenitors of tho 
earlier peoples and of the Indians, that 
t was tho true antediluvian world, the 
iardon of Eden, the Klysian Fields and 
ho Garden of Hraperides; that tho gods 
if mythology wcro the kings and heroes 


>f this lost island, and that it—Allan- 
is—was finally destroyed by a groat 
onvulsion of nature, in which nearly 
all of its inhabitants 
perished.

Donnelly's phographic copy of tho 
623 edition of tho Shakespearean plays 
s almost worn out, he has pored over 
; for so long a time. He is convinced 
lial the main principle of the "mystic 
ipher" is based upon tlio paging of 
lie in-Zl edition. 
Tho cipher story, he 


laims was written by liacon, intolli- 
ontly skeletonized, and the plays were 
•ritten to "fill in," as it were.
